A) Regarding the 35 U.S.C. 112 rejection of claim 10 for the limitation "second power switch" in page 4, lines 12, 14, and 15; the 
applicant's amendment does not over come the lack of antecedent basis of the limitation. 

B) Regarding the 35 U.S.C. 103(a) rejection of claim 10, applicant argues that Burgess does not teach power up when vibration level is 
higher than a predetermined level and power down when vibration level is lower than a predetermined level. The examiner disagrees. 
Burgess teaches the processor 1 14 is programmed to power up the transmitter at a vibration level higher than three rapid succesive taps 
on the window, and programmed to power down automatically the transmitter when not in use (col. 2, lines 35-48 and col. 5, lines 21-51). 
It would have been obvious a vehice even in parked state can receive vibration from road surface due to other vehicles running on the 
road or from other causes such as rain, wind, etc.; if there is no low level set for the sensitivity of the vibration sensor, then the transmitter 
mounted vehice would be power-up all the time. 
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
